Jouever, since 19)6 there has constantly been a critical shortage of sulohuric 
acid, soda orc esustic soda, because the olant capacitias were considerably 
reduced. by Soviet disnantlings, The annual capacity for the produetion of 
sulphuric acid dropped from 400,000 tons to 493,000 tonsg the productive 
capacity for sede dropped from 500,000 tons to 2¢ ,000 tons, and the preductive 
capacity fur caustic soda dropoed from 296,000 tons to 85,000 tons. This 
shortage will not be overcome before 958 and then only if the respective 
production targets of tho Five Year plan are achieved. ‘cecording to the 
Vive Year plen 150,000 tons of sulpvuric acid, 610,000 sons of sede and 
300,000 tens of caustic sods will be preduced in 1955, 
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
